Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the examiner expressed discomfort in allowing claim 1 in view of 
figure 5 of the prior art. Looking at the situation carefully, figure 3 of the claimed invention is different from figure 5 of 
the prior art but from braod interpretation point of view, figure 5 reads on claim 1 as is. Therefore, the examiner 
addressed the issue to Mr. Justine who seems to agree with the examiner's interpretation and the art. The examiner 
further suggested an element of amendment that would overcom the prior art. The interview was then amicably 
suspended with agreement on providing a definite response on 9/30/00. Absent an amendment, the examiner made it 
clear to reverse the allowance of at least claim 1 Into rejection of the claim on figure 5 of the prior art. 
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
